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Introduction 



The 1984 con5>uter survey is the second statewide coirputer survey by the State 
Department of Education. l\ comparison of data frori the 1983-84 Statewide Survey is 
provided where appropriate givirg indications of trends useful for decision making by 
educators in the use of technology. The survey covered the period of January 1, 1984 to 
December 31, 1984. 



Survey Design 

The survey was conducted in two j^iases. An inventory of computer equipment .vas taken 
as a component of the Statewide Basic Educational Cuta System (BEDS) Survey during 
September. A second questionnaire dealing with questions on instructional and 
adninistrative uses of coraputjers, funding and software inventory for January 1, 1984 - 
DecQTiber 31, 1984 was canpleted during March 1985. All 1,120 schools and 92 school 
districts v^re sent survey fonns. 



Response Rate 

All forms for both school and school district offices were received for the Fall 
computer survey. Fbr the Spring survey, a total of 1,082 school and 88 district fonts 
were received for response rates of 97 and 96 percent, respectively. 



Survey Highlights 

Major findings from the survey include: 

o The Department of Education BSAP Correlation for mathematics was a 
strong factor in decisions by 561 out of 907 schools or 62 
percent, in buying software. 

o 1984 was a year in v*iich the total amount of money spent for 

computer hardware and software by district offices and schools was 
nearly equal to that spent for the previous four years:

1979-83: $9,525,561

A, District Office Survey 

A total of 234 canputers comprising seven brands and 23 nodels are located in 
sctool district offices, (See Table 1 on page 7 for listing) 

B. School Survey 

The total number of computers in schools increased over the past year frcsn 4,054 
to 6,400, a 58 perceiit increase, with 25 brands and 63 models of computers 
represented. The nunber of coirputers by major brand, percent by brand of all 
computers and percent change by brand over last year are given in the table below, 
A total or" 911 schools now have computers . Ihe stoc ± to corputer ranio inproved 
to 1:94 compared to last year's 1:149, Fifty-four percent of the schools only 
have one or tv^o computers. Qie hundred thirty-one schools , or 14 percent, report 
having ten or more canputers. (See Tables 2 and 3 on pages 8-9, and 10

A. Mathematics 

Schools v^re asked if they had copies of tl;-^ Math BSAP Correlated Software. The 
number of schools reportir^ having individual program titles ranged from one to 
244. The five programs most frequently in school inventories were Sell lemonade 
(244), Bagels (242), Problem Solving Strategies (240), Adventures with Fractions 
(220) and GrOf^in's Fractions (212). Seventy-seven percent of tlie responses 
indicated that the math BSAP software programs were not owned prior to May 1983. 
'Ihis prof.'ides strong support to the praise that the Department's Math BSAP 
Correlation Software listing was an important facbor in schools buying this 
recommended software. Schools indicated that they have purchased at least 3^152 
matheratics BSAP-correlated software packages.

The top five adnainistrative applications of caiputers and number of schools were FTE 
student accounting (328), scheduling (193) word processing (128), grade reporting (126) 
arri personnel (121).

Schools reported using 375 Chatswortn Data Corporation machines in 57 schools, 60 
Ttu-Data machines in 55 schools and 23 Scantron Corporation units in 23 schools.

Level ; Indicates the broad range of grades for which each particular brand and 
model is onployed for each administrative use.

Future Plans ; Districts provided a brief description in tabular form of future 
applications of corrputers by grade level to include ronarks on projected 
purchases and training plans.
